Sparks From Fr. Mark 

Our new pastoral council will be installed this 
weekend at the three different liturgies in 
which the councilors usually attend. So far 
we have had three meetings of the pastoral 
council and have been working a number of 


pastoral issues such as peace and social justice 
and the possibility of doing something with 
in-active Catholics. 

The purpose of the pastoral council is really 
three fold as laid out ion our pastoral council 
guidelines for OLBH. I would like to share 
the puipose and how the pastoral council 
relates to the parish staff, finance and different 
committees of OLBH. 

The pastoral council will be selecting a new 
chair and vice chair person at our next council 
meeting. The council meets the third Monday 
of every month. Lorinda Codings has been 
appointed by Fr. Mark to be the pastoral 
council secretary. 

Purpose of Pastoral Council 

The purpose of Our Lady of the Black Hills 
Pastoral Council is to be a consultative parish 
body to the pastor. It does this by 
investigating pastoral matters in a spirit of 
prayer, study and reflection and through that 
process proposes practical conclusions to the 
pastor. The overall goal of the Pastoral 
Council is to build the parish into a living and 
dynamic community of faith. 

Officers 

The pastor presides at every meeting of the 
council. The pastor and the councilors select 
two officers from among their numbers, a 
chairperson and a vice-chaiiperson. The 
secretary is not a selected member of the 
Pastoral Council, but is appointed by the 
pastor with consultation with the councilors. 
The pastor, along with the three officers, 
develops the agenda. 

Role of Chairperson: 

-Facilitates council discussions, making sure 
that everybody speaks and is heard. The 
chairperson also monitors the work of the 
councilors between regular meetings. 

Role of the Vice-Chairperson: 

-Assists the chairperson and facilitates 
meetings in the chairperson’s absence. 

Role of Secretary: 

-Keeps the minutes. He or she ensures that 
they are sent, along with the agenda and 
supporting documents, to each councilor at 
least one week before every meeting. 

Relation to the Staff, Finance Council. 
Ministries and Groups 

The pastor consults others besides the Pastoral 
Council about parish governance. 

Parish Staff: 

The pastor relies upon the parish staff for their 
expertise and consults them daily about the 
management of parish operations. He may 
occasionally ask parish staff members to 
attend council meetings in order to put their 
knowledge at the service of the Pastoral 
Council. The parish staff will also be 
connected with the parish committees, 
ministries and groups. 

Finance Council: 

Finance Council develops, monitors and 
reports on the parish budget. Finance Council 
members are chosen and appointed for their 
technical skills in the realm of accounting and 
finance. The Pastoral Council engages the 
Finance Committee as deemed necessary in 




the planning process. The Finance Committee 
will engage the Pastoral Council as necessary 
in monitoring and implementing the budget 
process. 


Committees. Ministries and Groups: 

The Pastoral Council will bring together the 
leadership of these various groups twice 
during the year, and connects with them at 
other times as necessary. 

Parish Community : 

The Pastoral Council will communicate with 
and report to the parish community not less 
than once a year. 


Parish Assembly: 

The Pastoral Council will bring together all 
committees, ministries, and groups, or 
representatives from all groups, and the 
members of the parish community for an 
assembly every two years or as needed. The 
purpose of the parish assembly is to solicit 
input and report progress in relation to the 
vision and mission set forth by the Pastoral 
Council.

It is of extreme importance to escape from this 
empty routine. Through the humdrum of our 
daily life we must find our way to Him who 
alone is the Lord. Our everyday life must 
become a hymn of praise, indeed it must 
become in itself a prayer. God must be sought 
and found in the things of the world. By 
regarding our daily duties as something 
performed for the honor and glory of God, we 
can convert what was hitherto soul-killing 
monotony, to the living worship of God in all 
our actions.
